Continuation of 3. NOTE: Incorporation of both claims 29 and 30, previously independently depending on claim 23 both into claim 23 
raises new issues, namely: the combination of the further limitations defined by claims 29 and 30 jointly further limiting the invention 
defined by claim 23. None of the elected claims stands allowed or objected-to only. Therefore, the amendment, merely incorporating 
further limitations that previously were rejected over Badehi et al and Yamada ( JP 2000-173766) respectively, fails to place the 
application in condition for allowance. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument in traverse of the rejection
